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This is a decision on the November 20, 2006 (certificate of mailing date November 17, 2006) 
petition captioned under 37 CFR 1.47, which is being treated under 37 CFR §1.183 as a request 
for waiver of 37 CFR § 1 .67 which requires that a supplemental declaration be executed by all 
nzmied inventors. 

The petition under 37 CFR § 1 . 1 83 to waive of 37 CFR § 1 .67 is GRANTED. 

Once an application has received a fully executed oath or declaration and been placed on the files 
for examination, the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .47 no longer apply. Rather, the remedy for treating 
an inventor's refusal or unavailability to sign a supplemental oath or declaration is waiver of 37 
CFR 1.67. SeeMPEP603.
